BotH these volumes had been largely 
prepared before the outbreak of the 
present Kuropean war, and consequently 
they review more or less a completed 
chapter in Commonwealth history. 

Professor Hancock, of Birmingham, 
whose Work is published under the auspices 
of the Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, has already received high praise 
for the first volume of his Commonwealth 
survey. To that volume the one before 
us is in no way inferior, despite the fact 
that to compile it must have been of an 
increasingly difficult task. 

In a general way the economic devélop- 
ment of the British Empire has been 
dominated by the conception of the Great 
Commercial Republic evolved by Adam 
Smith. The Free Trade principle suffered 
its most serious set-back at the Ottawa 
Conference of 1932, but it has taken less 
than a decade to persuade the majority of 
the Dominions of the considerable value 
still inherent in at least some of the 
principles of Adam Smith. The 1938 trade 
agreement between Great Britain and the 
United States, which, incidentally, under 
the most-favoured-nation clause, benefited 
Eire, marked the first. considerable breach 
in the Ottawa facade of imperial economic 
unity. No one can prophesy what this 
war will bring; but, whatever the fate of 
the British Empire and Commonwealth, 
it is inevitable that there will be con- 
siderable industrial expansion in all those 
Dominions which were formerly dependent 
largely upon an agrarian economy.

1914. 


Eire, which only obtained Dominion | 


status in 1922, receives incidental mention, 
as do also India and certain relative 
parts of the Colonial Empire. For Irish 
readers the problems which have faced 
New Zealand, especially since the world 
depression, 1931-1935, will be of the 
greatest interest since their similarity to 
our own situation is obvious. 

In the second appendix the statistics of 
Eire’s foreign trade are set out, in which 
our absolute and complete dependence on 
the English market, a dependence far 
greater than that of any other Dominion, 
is the most obvious factor. The appallin 
and irretrievable disaster which woul 
face this country should Great Britain. be 
defeated in any major war is too serious 
for contemplation. 

Already the British farmer has received 
some measure of protection; should a 
British renascence be required, he 
inevitably would be freed in large 
measure from all external competition and 
the fate of Dominion agriculture would

NE hundred and sixteen species and 
sup-species, from the cormorants to 
the crane, are dealt with in the fourth 
volume of this indispensable work. They 
include that attractive group the waders, 
among which are some of the most interest- 
ing and fascinating birds on the Irish list. 
Uniform arrangement of the descriptiv~ 
matter under sections for quick reference, 
as adopted in the previous volumes, has 
been maintained. Reliable information 
from every available source is given on 
habitat, field characters, general and 
breeding habits, voice, display and 
posturing, food, distribution and migra- 
tion in Great Britain, Ireland and abroad. 
The descriptions of the plumages are full 
and detailed. The thoroughness with which 
the authors have carried out their tasks is 
a notable feature. 

Ornithologists in both hemispheres will 
endorse the high tribute sm by Mr. 
Witherby in his preface to the serious loss 
suffered by the lamentable death of that 
distinguished ornithologist, the Rev. 
F. C. R. Jourdain, as the work was going 
io press. Despite numerous uaifficulties 
and higher cost of production, the present 
volume contains many more pages of letter- 
press and more plates than any of its 
predecessors. . Be amh 

Precise information is furnished on the 
distribution of each species and sub-species 
in Ireland, based on the latest data avail- 
able from published and other sourced. 
From this it has been possible to include 
maps of Ireland showing the distribution 
in the breeding season of the pannet, 
fulmar petrel and woodeock. Much infor- 
mation, however, is still lacking as to the 
distribution and status of many species in 
this country. Irish observers in posses- 
sion of further details on the subject 
should send particulars to Mr. H. F. 
Witherby for inclusion in Vol. V. 


Turtle-Doves in Dublin 


Among the more interesting additions 
recorded in the present volume are the 
breeding of the turtle-dove in County 
Dublin in 1939; the first occurrence in 


County Cork last January, and breedin 
for the first time on record in Ireland of 
two pairs of avocets in 1938. @ avocet 
ceased to breed in England over a century 
ago owing to draining of the Fens; to 
Ireland it has always been a rare and 
irregular visitor, It is ho suim 
that the information now published will | 
have a stimulating effect in preventing so:

Citizenship 

Professor Hancock has written an 
important work which deserves a wide 
reading among friends of peaceful col- 
laboration. Professor Fraser, who is an 
American, is concerned with a much 
smallé: canvas, and his work will chiefly 
interest students of comparative legisla- 
tion. He takes each of the Dominions in 
turn and summarises the relevant 
statutes and cases concerning aliens, 
whether aliens in the accepted sense or 
British subjects—nationals of some other 

vt of the Commonwealth. 

The chapter on Ireland is marred by 
the mis-spelling of certain Irish terms. 
but is in the main a straightforward 
account of the present position of the alien 
statutes. The author expresses his regret 
that alone in the Commonwealth “ Éire 
has endeavoured to establish the proposi- 
tion that the effect of (Irish) citizenshi 
should extend beyond the sphere © 
Empire relationships into the interna- 
tional sphere. A uniformity of citizenship 

olicy giving a distinct status to persons 
rom each. member of the Commonwealth. 
and devised solely for intra-Common- 
wealth purposes is highly desirable and, 
indeed, almost essential. It would seem 
unfortunate if the development of such 
Dominion citizenship should be. deemed 
inconsistent with the continued existence 
of a common British nationality for inter- 
national purposes. 

In the face of a war, where alone of the 
Commonwealth States, Eire is a neutral, 
it is doubtful if Professor Fraser should 
have held to this conclusion. 


Race and Colour 


In his chapter on Great Britain, the 
author seems to underestimate the control 
exercised over the Home Secretary by the 
day-to-day mectings of the House of 
Commons. 
summary of recent criticisms expressed in 
the House against official treatment of 
aliens he might, perhaps, have modified 
his opinion. 

So also his remark that England has 
not legislated against Indian emigration 
because the problem is not serious, seems 
to miss the significance of the English 
attitude to race problems. Save in certain 
West End hotels trequented by. Americans 
there is little colour consciousness in any 
critical sense in England. Several Indians 
have represented English constituencies 
in Parliament, and one even received a 
Peerage for political and _ services 
rendered in and to England.

Fanny Went to War. By Pat Beauchamp.

HE “ Fanys "’ are, of course, the First- 
Aid Nursing Yeomanry, who played a 
noble part in the last Great War, and it 
is largely with the last war that this book 
deals. e corps was formed in 1909, and 
its uniform then consisted of ‘‘ a scarlet 
tunic, with high collar and white braid 
facings; a navy blue, bell-shaped skirt, 
with three rows of neat white braid at the 
hem, and a scarlet cap with shiny black 
peak, this outfit being finished off by a 
first-aid haversack and a pair of black 
patent leather riding boots, ' 
When there seemed a epee of civil 
war in Ireland in 1913 the service of the 
corps were offered to Sir Edward Carson, 
and some of the staff went over to Belfast 
to make arrangements. The _ corps’ 
sympathy with Ulster in those days is not 
surprising when one reads that the patrons 
included the Duchess of Abercorn, the 
Marchioness of Londonderry, the Countese 
of Kilmorey, Viscountess Castlereagh, Sir 
Edward Carson and the Right Hon. F. E. 
Smith, and that the commanding officer 
was Colonel F. C. Ricardo. Some of the 
other Irish members resigned at this time, 
It was an expensive business to belong to 
the corps. An entrance fee had to be 
paid, uniform provided, horses hired and 
camp expenses met.

Frénch 
painting, and a fair amount also upon the 
men themselves, the artists, who, created 
this most distinguished of modetn schools. 
Most of it, however, consisted of appre- 
ciative comment or art criticism, .on the 
one hand, and of biography ‘‘ for po 
reading,’ on the other. Few, if any, 
attempts have been made until now to tell 
a. consecutive story of the growth of 
modern Frencli art, but here at last is a 
créditable survey—even a brilliant survey 
of it all: the story simply told as of a 
series of actions by men who, not liking 
the old torch, or feeling that it was ho 
longer sufficient to their needs, lighted a 
new one, nourished its precise and 
flame, and carried it by relays the 
steep, forbidding hill until it reached the 
eminence of the old one. 

Some of the facts of the matter are 
pretty widely known. names of the 

eading artists, the most dramatic episodes 
in their lives, some of their works are 
familiar to everybody who reads books on 
art or visits picture galleries and museums. 
Who has not heard of Inipressionism, 
Cubism, Surrealism? Who does not know 
that Renoir. painted “La Moulin de la 
Galette’’ and Seurat “ Un dimanche d’été 
& la Grande Jatte’’ and The Douanier 
Rousseau “La bohémienne endormie’’? 
Who does not know that Van Gogh cut off 
his ear, that Gauguin pasted bills in. 
Paris for five francs a day and ‘ went 
native’’ in Tahiti, that the Douanier gave 
fiddle lessons to tradesmen’s children in 
order that he might make enough money 
to buy his colours? Who has not heard of 
Cézanne, Picasso and Matisse? Such facts 
as these, as Mr. Wilenski suggeáts in his 
‘preface for the general reader ”— there 
also is one “ for students ’’—are about the 
sum total of popular knowledge. 

Mr. Wilenski set out to write a complete 
history of the whole vast movement, and 
he has neglected nothing. No date, no event, 
no personality, no experiment, no achieve- 
ment, no trend that could be thought halp- 
fully pertinent seems to have been omitted. 
He begins with a kind of essay in criticism, 
a critical analysis of modern French paint- 
ing. This is followed with an analysis of 
the origin and sources out of which the 
new art grew. Then comes a third section, 
entitled “The rs’ Lives,’ and 
various others dealing with the movement 
in general ; and all are blended and woven 
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The Dowanier Rousseau: 
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together into a work of such robust scope, 
so minutely and at the same time so. 
broadly exhaustive, that the reader cannot 

but feel that it is a book to end all books 

on the subject. - 

It need hardly be remarked that this is 
not a book to be taken up lightly and 
digested at one or two sittings. Mr. 
Wilenski’s ponderous, unhurried scholar- 
ship, his classifications and statistics, may 
frighten—-certainly will frighten—a good 
many readers away, but those who remain 
will achieve rich reward. Once they have 
adjusted their halting feet into step, as 
it were—once they have begun to appre- 
ciate the book’s true sweep and stature— 
‘Modern French Painters” becomes a 
deeply-satisfying experience. 

In ‘‘Modern French Painters’’ we get 
to know not only their art, but the men 
who created it. We live intimately among 
them. We breathe the cigarette smoke in | 
the Paris cafés ; we sit with them in back 
rooms and listen to their conversation. We 
even read some of their private corre- 
sponderice. We are with them in child. 
hood ; we accompany them to school and 
on to the studio. We seem to know all | 
about them before we are finished. 
Certain anybody who digests Mr. Wilen- 
ski’s monumental book—no better adjective 
describes it—will know all that is known 
about the modern French painters, and as 
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much as any but the keenly perceptive 
connoisseur can know about their work. 

The book, we may add, is history rather 
than criticism in the accepted sense. It 
cannot be judged by its critical valuations, 
with which one may agree or disagree. The 
author’s purpose was to weave into 
coherence and order a huge disorderly 
mass of detailed information about the 
creative life of a period, his first 
care being, of course, to trace and 
outline the development of painting. 
He has succeeded hificently. Of its 
kind, we are sure, this book will stand for 
a long time Soopers ms by any other. 

As well as 136 reproductions of paintings 
the volume contains also a copious general 
index, and every painter has an appendix 
to himself, giving not only a chronological 
list of his known works, but even the name 
and address of the present owners! This 
small fact will give some idea of the 
thoroughness with which the book has 
beén prepared. . 

Our sole disappointment in ‘‘ Modren 
French Painters”? is that the reproduc- 
tions are not in colour. But to have them 
in colour, of course, would have made the 
price of the book far beyond the reach of 
average readers. The excellent photo- 
graphs, anyway, give a fair impression of 
colour values and demonstrate fully the 
line of the originals.

NAR: DIVINE is one of the most prolifit 
writers on the war; this is his third 
book about ships, and the men who sail 
in them, since last September. When 
reviewing “‘The Wake of the Raiders” a 
few weeks ago we recorded the fact that 
Mr. Divine was seriously wounded while 
assisting in the evacuation from Dunkirk. 
He is now out of danger and on the road 
to recovery. ! 
“Behind the Fleets "’ tells the story of 
the smaller ships of the Royal Navy—the 
destroyers, sloops,- convoy escorts, anti- 
submarine vessels, mine-sweepers and 
patrol craft. 


1940 and 1917 


Allied shipping losses during the first 
eight months of the war, says Mr. Divine, 
totalled 820,000 tons. This was less than 
the losses incurred in a single month 
(April, 1917) during the last war, when 
nearly one million tons of Allied shipping 
were sunk. Experts, he continues, antici- 
pated a loss of 150,000 tons of shipping in 
the first four days of the present war. 
This proved to be an over-estimate, because 
the total losses in the first week amounted 
to only 66,000 tons. 

The convoy = and the work of the 
“little ships’’ has saved many ships from 
destruction since the outbreak of war, and 
Mr. Divine recounts some of the exciti 
encounters between these vessels and hostile 
aircraft. 

Much of the material in the book is 
somewhat familiar, because the happenings 

are. of the past few months, 
Nevertheless, Mr. Divine has written an 
entertaining and heroic yarn, which tan 
be read with real interest. + we

A Winter in Arabia. By Freya Stark, 
London: John Murray, 16/- net, : 


WO books of travel already have come 
from the gifted pen of Miss Freya 
Stark, accotints"0f journeys in Persia and 
the Near Hast, which stand to-day among 
the classics of modern travel. She is not 
only a courageous explorer of half-known 
lands: she has the gifts of humour and 
an all-observing eye; she has a neatly 
descriptive and facile style of writing. 
In her newest book, ‘‘ Winter in 
Arabia,”’ she has written what amounts 
to a diary of an expedition to Southern 
Arabia,’ where she spent several months 
last year excavating at Hureidha, the site 
of one of the ancient cities of the desert. 
It was the first expedition of its kind to 
this strangely little-known part of the 
world. Some of the tribes are not too 
friendly to solitary white visitors, and 
official permission to travel, therefore, 
especially for a woman, is difficult to 
obtain. Miss Stark, however, got over 
that obstacle by deciding to complete her 
expedition first—without saying a word to 
anybody—and to answer all questions 
afterwards |

Their garrison 
in British Somaliland is so small as to be 
almost negligible from the point of view 
of numbers; but the troops are of high 
quality, and, although they are out- 
numbered heavily by the Italians, they 
may be trusted to give a good account of 
themselves. They have one advantage over 
their opponents—they have their backs to 
the sea, and can be provisioned by the 


\ 


British Navy, which seems to be as power- 


that, by the use of superior numbers, the 
Italians, who have large troop concentra- 
tions in Eritrea and Abyssinia, may be 
able to force the British to withdraw from 
Somaliland. The country has no intrinsic 
value, although it has a certain strategic 
importance by virtue of its proximity to 
Aden. If the Italians succeed in their 
plans, they probably will establish an air 
base somewhere along the coast of Somali- 
land; but, so long as the Royal Navy 
controls the Gulf of Aden, the general 
position in the Middle East will remain 
unchanged. So far the British have no 
reason to be dissatisfied with the course 
of events in North-East Africa, Man for 
man, General Wavell’s troops have proved 
to be at least the equal of the Italians; on 
the sea the Royal Navy is hors concours, 
while in the air, although they are out- 
numbered very heavily, the young pilots 
of the Royal Air Force are justifying to 
the full the confidence that has been placed 
in them by the British Government. In 
an air battle over Libya yesterday 
“ Gladiators’’ of the Royal Air Force 
brought down fifteen Italian machines at 
a relatively small cost to themselves. They 
are being exposed to a constant strain; 
for it is on them that the defence of the 
Suez Canal area finally must depend, and, 
by all accounts, they are doing remarkable 
work. It would be foolish to undor- 
estimate the fighting strength of the 
Italian Air Force, which possesses some 
of the finest machines and the most daring 
pilots in the world. Up to the present, 
however, the honours in the Middle East 
remain with the British, whose control of 
the seas is a factor of incalculable im- 
portance. : 

Will the Italians attack Egypt in an 
attempt to secure control of the Suez 
Canal? In Marshal Graziani they have a 
determined and skilful commander, who 
knows a great deal about desert fighting. 
They have strong forces in Libya, and, 
although the problem of reinforcements 
and provisions will not be easy to solve, 
Egypt is a glittering prize. The Egyptians 
are neutral, although they have a defensive 
alliance with Great Britain. They do not 
love the British, but they prefer them to 
the Italians, and, if their country should 
be invaded they will defend themselves. 
From the British point of view, Egypt is 
of the greatest importance. The British 
Fleet in the Eastern Mediterranean is 
based on Alexandria. An Italian invasion 
from Libya would endanger Great 
Britain’s naval position, and, consequently 
General Wavell will do everything in his 
power to defeat it. History is repeating 
‘itself in a remarkable way. Napoleon's 
invasion of Egypt occurred at a time when 
everybody was talking about a French 
landing in England ; and the Battle of the 


| Nile was one of the stepping stones that 


led to the field of Waterloo. Our Military 
Correspondent on many occasions has 
drawn attention to the close analogy 
between the military and naval situation 
in the first decade of the nineteenth 
century and the situation at the moment,

Irishmen. Great Britain, in effect, has 
succumbed to the Japanese. We cannot 
blame her. For some time past Great 
Britain’s attitude towards Japan has been 
dictated by the increasing necessity of a 
close and vigilant eye upon Herr Hitler 
and Signor Mussolini. Substantial detach- 
ments of the Royal Navy have been needed 
to guard the North Sea and the Western 
approaches against the possibility of an 
unexpected move by Germany; similarly, 
a large fleet has been necessary in the 
Mediterranean. to cope with the chance of 
an assault by Signor Mussolini, The 
weakening of the China Station has been 
inevitable. Not so many years ago Great 
Britain would have been in a position to 
cope with any and every movement by the 
Japanese forces in the Far East. They 
would not have sailed to China without 
interference from the Royal Navy, and, if 
they had contrived by any chance to land, 
they would have been met, at any of tho 
Treaty Ports, by a strong contingent of 
British marines. These conditions no 
longer prevail. Great Britain is no longer 
a strong Power in the Far East; Japan, 
on the contrary, is the only Power that 
matters. She has over-run the Chinese 
seaboard, which includes most of China’s 
most populous towns ; her communications 
are secure; she is formidable enough to 
threaten Australia if the British should 
find themselves unable to defend the 
Continent—even, perhaps, to hurl a blow 
against India. Japan, once a foe to be 
despised, is anything else nowadays, and 
the British have been wise enough to 
recognise that fact. It is little wonder 
that they have recognised it. Hong Kong 
might be in a position to defend itself 
against assault from the Japanese, but 
there are very few places of British 
interest on the shores of the Yellow Sea 
that could offer more than a few hours‘ 
resistance. 

The defence of the International Settle- 
ment at Shanghai now devolves upon the 
Americans, who, according to 
morning’s accounts, are by no means 
pleased by the British withdrawal. We 
are sorry, as whites, that Great Britain 
has felt herself compelled to adopt the 
extreme course. Her influence may not 
have been great in the Far East since the 
outbreak of the European war, but it has 
not been inconsiderable, and it will mean 
an enormous access of power to the yellow 
men. The United States are equally ill 
pleased, but with less reason. If America 
had raised her hand a year ago, or two, 
or three, years ago, none of this decline 
of white prestige in the Far East need 
have occurred. The Americans were not 
willing to do so, because they thought that 
the white man’s battle would be fought 
by Great Britain and France ; and, in that 
conviction, they endured insult after 
insult. The British and French have 
failed them—the French, because they 
have been defeated in war, and are in no 
mood to question even the poor possessions 
which remain to them; the British, 
because it is as much as they can do to 
defend Britain herself and her essential 
communications—of which the route 
between the English Channel and the 
Yellow Sea is only one. Everything rests 


to assert themselves against the Japanese, 
all may be well; if not, everything almost 
certainly will go wrong. Reports agree 
that Japan will declare war upon Great 
Britain—or, at least, will behave 
provocatively against her—before another 
week has passed. Perhaps, she will 
choose the more complex and more 
modern!’ course: there ‘will be no 
declaration of war in any shape or form, 
but there will be a continual discovery of 
‘* incidents,”” demanding satisfaction in 
the form of territorial concessions. Russia 
might have withstood Japan's ambitions, 
but Russia has signed an armistice with 
Japan. The French no longer can check 
her aspirations in Indo-China. Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, since his supply of arms 
was cut short, is only half the man that 
he was. Great Britain can do nothing. 
America is the. only hope of the white 
world. If she refuses to impose a brake 
upon the aspirations of the yellow men,

Trade with Spain and Portugal

Britain admits the loss of five ships, all of 
them small with a combined tonnage of 5,039, 
in the conyoy battle of Thursday last, as 
against the German communiqué’s claim that 
they sank ships with a total tonnage of 
67,000. i 

It was stated authoritatively last night in 
London that the Germans lost sixty of their 
‘planes. ‘Three British vessels, with a total 
tonnage of about 2,500, were lost in the 
attack by motor torpedo boats. The Germans, 
on the other hand, claimed that they had 
sunk in the motor boat attack one tanker of 
8,000 tous, a steamer of 5,000 tons, and 
another steamer of 4,000: tons 

During the air attack which followed when 
daylight came, the statement adds, Britain 
lost two ships, the total combined tonnage of 
which was 2,539, compared with the German 
claim of having sunk 50,000 tons of shipping. 

In their claims concerning the results of 
the air attack, adds the statement, the 
Germans contended that twelve ships were 
sunk, instead of two—the real number. They 
also claimed to have damaged seven others; 
and, in fact, seven British ships were 
damaged. They were all small, and there 
were only two of over one thousand tons; 
they have all been taken safely to port. 

“During the night attack by the motor- 
boats it was extremely dark, and it has been. 
impossible to ascertain how many of the 
German boats were involved, but it is “efi- 
nitely known that one was destroyed. This 
was sunk by gunfire from one of the vessels 
escorting the convoy. At the time of the 
motor-boat attack the number of ships in the 
convoy was just over twenty, and the total 
tonnage a little more than eighteen thousand. 
It is believed that another of the German 
motor torpedo boats was badly damaged.”’
